Extra Session.

O H IO ’S E X T R A SESSION. 


T h e L egislatu re C on ven es to In v estig a te 
C rook ed n ess at C in cin n ati. 
Columbus, October 14 h.—The Legisla­ 
ture convened in extra session this m orn­ 
ing. After reading the call, a joint com­ 
mittee waited upon the Governor, who sub­ 
mitted his message, which was read and 
referred to the Judiciary Committee. A 
recess was then taken till this afternoon. 
The message sets forth that the session 
was called because of the deplorable condi­ 
tion of the public service at Cincinnati, and 
for the purpose of securing necessary legis­ 
lation to give people the opportunity to se­ 
lect members of certain Boards at the No­ 
vember election. The Governor says it is 
unneeessary to enumerate the charges of 
crookedness which have been made, and 
concerning which they are informed, aud 
the lime has come to adopt a new charter 
for Cincinnati as already proposed. 
He 
calls the attention of the Legislature to the 
fact that it failed at the first session to pro­ 
vide that the people might select meniDers 
of Town Boards and that the members of 
the same may be elecied in the future. The 
Governor has been shorn of the power to 
remove as under the form er, law. The 
Governor says t - e Board started all right, 
but soon became an object of suspicion and 
bad repute, and he cited press notices trom 
the Cincinnati papers of the opposite poli­ 
tics as to the corruption in granting fran­ 
chises to the Eastern syndicates, etc., and 
the report of numerous corrupt proposi­ 
tions. These things were so notorious that 
whether true or not the Board of Public 
Im provements had lost its usefulness. 
He 
cited the reports that positions on the De­ 
cennial Board had been purchased, aud 
concluded that the reputation of both bodies 
was such that the people should be given 
an opportunity to express themselves. The 
message appeals to the restoration of home 
rule, and expresses the opinion that the 
members of these Boards should not be 
fearful of going before the people for elec­ 
tion. The message cites the statement 0f a 
¡..uiuiccat citizen that Oincinnatti has tn' 
day the lowest grade of political morals of 
auy city in the country.

IN WEST VIRGINIA.

Near Clarksburg a 
cloudburst drenched the country, and the 
small streams became rushing torrents im ­ 
mediately. The traffic on the Baltimore 
and Ohio between Pittsburg and W heeling 
is closed until morning. 
Communication 
with the Upper Monongahela has been en­ 
tirely suspended. 
Only one life has been 
lost by the storm so far. 
W h eeling (W . Vs.), October 14th.— 
Dispatches from the interior, from Weston, 
Grafton, Pbillippi and other points on the 
tributaries of the Ohio, say the storm re­ 
ported Sunday night extended over a wide 
area. Everywhere the heaviest fall of rain 
ever known occurred, am ounting to water­ 
spouts. All the streams were swollen and 
traffic was entirely suspended. Great dam ­ 
age was done. Weston was flooded. The 
loss runs into thousands.

President W oodruff 
says: 
“The action of Congress is conclusive. 
The church has no disposition to violate 
the laws or defy the Government. The 
revelation of Got! requires us to obey the 
Constitution and laws of the land. Judge 
Zsne has recognized the action of the 
church as sincere and final, and has re­ 
scinded the rule excluding Mormon aliens 
from naturalization.” 
Governor Thomas says: “The manifesto 
of the President of the church has now 
been confirmed by the Coafeience.

purpose aud effect of the maniiesto as first 
sent out, they now seem removed. The 
Gentiles rejoice that the contest began so 
m any years ago against polygamy has 
finally trium phed, for they believe never 
again will polygamy flourish on American 
soil. This is the most im portant event 
that has occnrrrd in the Mormon Church 
in years, and it is believed it will result in 
greatly advancing the m aterial interests 
and prosperity of the Territory.”

Between the Hart and Cannon Ball rivers 
and in the valleys of both the destruction 
has been almost complete, while about Kill

left for the stock to live upon. 
tne 
Riverside Ranch, at the mouth of the .Little 
H art river, 500 tons of hay and 300 beau’ of 
cattle were burned. At Parkins' ranch. oJi 
the Cannon Ball river, the loss was the 
heaviest. 
Wicke’s ranch lost evervthirg 
except the buildings. 
In all the settlements in the vallevs of 
the H art, the Cannon Ball and the Knife 
rivers, the loss has been heavy, the fire 
traveling with such fury as to go com­ 
pletely through the villages. 
In almost 
every instance in the valleys small farmers 
have lost their crops and f* ed for winter. 
The wind blew a hurricane. At Riverside 
Ranch the fire-breaks were 800 feet in 
width, and the flames leaped over them . 
The ranchm en are inclined to lay these 
fires to the Indians from Fort Y'ates Reser­ 
vation, who come up into the valley and 
have driven the game south. They burn 
the prairies behind them, to prevent the 
game from going back. The ranchmen 
propose to take the matter before the au­ 
thorities to prevent a repetition.

N A R R O W ESCAPE. 


T h e S ch oon er M aid o f O rlean s on F ire 
at Sea. 
San F rancisco. 
October 
I4th. — The 
schooner Maid of Orleans came iuto port at 
an early hour this morning, rowed by the 
tug Wizard, with her cargo afire. She left 
here on Sunday afternoon with a cargo of 
hay and petroleum and other stuff for 
Shoal water Bay. She was under command 
of Captain Traynor, and mustered a crew 
of eight, including four sailors, first and 
second mate, cook and steward. 
When 
about tbirty-fives miles southwest of the 
Farallones smoke was seen to issue from 
the hold shortly before 3 o'clock ou Mon­ 
day morniDg. The cry of ’ Ship afire!” 
rang through the vessel, and in a trice all 
hands were on deck. The batches were 
battered down and the vessel was headed 
for San Francisco. Captain Traynor feared 
that an explosion would occur at any m o­ 
ment, and he ordered a boat out. The little 
craft was stocked with provisions, a com­ 
pass and other necessities and lowered over 
the stern to be ready in case of need. 
All yesterday was consumed in atrempt- 
ing to reach port, and for hours the nerves 
of those on board were struDg to the high­ 
est tension. 
Smoke crept out through the 
hatches, but as no flames were seen the 
men kept to their posts. ThescbooDer 
Sparrow, Captain Ellis, was signaled, and 
she stayed by the smoking vessel all day 
until she saw her out of danger. 
Adverse 
winds hovered over the Matd of Orleans, 
and it was long past m idnight before she 
reached the heads. 
The smoke by this 
time had become denser, and Captain 
Traynor feared that he was going to lose 
his vessel. Signals were sent up, and they 
were soon responded to by the tug Wizard, 
which went out to her and got a line on 
the Maid just outside the Golden Gate. 
W ith all speed on the tug ran for the 
harbor, and when she was safely inside the 
hatches were opened and tw ostream sof 
water were soon playing on the burning 
cargo. Past Mtiggs wharf and down along 
the city front went 
Y/lz^ra and her 
king 
boat at ¡tie foot of Market street aud kept 
on until Main-street wharf was reached. 
Here the schooner was docked, and the 
smonldering cargo was soon soaked and 
ruined. The Maid of Orleans will dis­ 
charge her damaged 
freight to-morow, 
when a survey will be made.

POLITICAL TRIMMING ON THE BALLOT 
REFORM. 


It is rather amusing to find a prominent 
Democrat traveling about the State under 
the auspices, and with full recognition of 
his party, delivering lectures in advocacy 
of the reform ballot system and of the 
party ticket, when it is recalled that this 
same gentleman was the author of a reform 
bill and one of those who asked the Dem­ 
ocratic Legislature less than two years ago 
to adopt it, and for their pains received a 
flat refusal. 
The R ecord-Union has, from the be­ 
ginning, been the friend of the reform bal­ 
lot system. Time was when it stood alone 
in this State in such advocacy. It espe­ 
cially aided the friends of the reform in 
pressing it upon the attention ot the Leg­ 
islatures of 1887 and 1889. It has the 
satisfaction of knowing that the reform 
has now been adopted in nine States of the 
Union, and in a modified form in four 
others; that whereas the Democratic 
party but recently everywhere opposed the 
reform and met its advocacy with ridicule, 
it lias now been adopted in three Demo­ 
cratic States and is advocated by some of 
the foremost men of that party. 
But it is history that in California the 
Democracy defeated the reform less than 
two years ago, and deliberately insulted 
the people who petitioned for its fair con­ 
sideration, by the contemptuous manner in 
■which their memorials and committees 
were received. 
Such is the facility with which the 
Democracy ‘‘f l o p s so suddenly and fre­ 
quently does it shed its coat and don gar­ 
ments it has just refused; with such expe­ 
dition does it step into its opponents’ boat 
and presently claim that it laid the keel, 
that its effrontery absolutely awakens ad­ 
miration. As one instance, its marvelous 
conversion upon the silver question is in 
point; its denunciation of silver coinage 
in a National Convention and its advocacy 
of free coinage of silver in a Congress fol­ 
lowing closely upon the heels of that Con­ 
vention, while, to cap the climax of insin­ 
cere conversion, it recently made a de" 
mand for a “free silver” plank in its Cali­ 
fornia platform. 
It is, however, gratifying to find the 
Democracy coining over to the support of 
the reform ballot system. It has even 
gone so far as to declare in favor of it in 
its platform—possibly in the hope of win­ 
ning credit for progressive spirit, though 
the same influence was dominant in the 
Convention which framed the platform 
that worked the defeat of ballot reform in 
the Legislature of 1889. The Demociacy 
has heretofore had the reputation of com­ 
mitting a blunder at precisely the right 
time for the interest of its opponents. It 
' has more recently gained the unenviable 
distinction of fighting progressive ideas 
until they have been adopted and ap­ 
proved generally, and then o r coming for­ 
ward as the most radical and loud-voiced 
of their advocates. 
If any political party can maintain such 
a course and preserve its vitality, it will 
be contrary to the teachings of history, 
and will prove demagogy and cowardice to 
be more commendable than sincerity and 
courage.

The death of Mr. Justice Miller, of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, re­ 
moved one of the most distinguished of 
men among American jurists. lie was 
one of the few great Constitutional law­ 
yers of the nation. His character in a 
most eminent degree reflected honor upon 
his native land, and testified to the ca­ 
pacity of America to produce men of 
mind. 
More than by its products, its commerce, 
its arts or its inventions, is a nation given 
high rank by the strong intellectual men 
it develops. America in its very brief 
history has a remarkable record for snch 
productions, in statesmanship, war, science 
and law. Justice Miller, by the rapidity 
with which he advanced to the front rank 
of the American .bar, by the aptitude he 
manifested for the bench, by his strong 
intellect, his great analytical powers, and 
by his far-seeing and mental grasp, gained 
a position among great lawyers, the record 
of which forms an essential page in the 
historic annals of the United States. 
He came to the Supreme bench at one 
of the most eventful and critical periods of 
our national history, and grappled almost 
at once with the greatest questions of na­ 
tional policy and Constitutional law ever 
presented to any tribunal. His famous 
opinion, voicing the judgment of the Su­ 
preme tribunal, on the issues raised by the 
assaults upon the TliirteeujJ», Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth Amendments to the Consti­ 
tution, will go down in legal annals as 
among the great masterly expositions of 
law known to the world. He died at a 
ripe old age, loved, honored and mourned 
by the millions of the American people. 


T h e fact that the people are far more 
intelligent upon tariff questions now than 
they were five or even three years ago, is 
constantly being made manifest. All the 
debate that has engaged public attention 
upon questions of revenue has been fruitful 
seed for thought among the j>eople, and as 
the right must triumph, the faith reposed 
in a final wise judgment by the American 
people is being constantly strengthened. 
Monday evening, in this city, Congressman 
Morrow addressed an audience of two 
thousand citizens. His discourse lasted 
about two hours, and was almost wholly 
devoted to a practical and unadorned dis­ 
cussion of the new tariff bill. Yet in that 
time it is said that not a single auditor re­ 
tired. Though the ajreech was one of cold 
facts and unpoetic statistics, it held so 
large an audience for so long a time in 
profound and interested attention. This is 
but one of the evidences of the assertion 
with which we started out, that the people 
of the United States are becoming clearer 
in thought con erning tariff' questions, 
more intelligent upon and more thought' 
folly interested in them. In that fact the 
Republican party, whi< h can always afford 
to trust to the intelligence of men, finds 
the best possible reason for encourage­ 
ment.

The Primers’ Lock-Out. 


T N THE MONDAY EVENING ISSUE OF THE 
Bee, V. S. McClatchy states : 
“It is some ten years ago that the Bee volun­ 
tarily and without even a suggestion from any 
source whatever, raised its rate for composi­ 
tion up to 45 cents." 
To show the workingmen and public gen- 
eraly the untruth of this statement, the follow­ 
ing is taken directly from the minute-book of 
the Sacramento Typographical Union, No 46. 
When this subject was before the Union it was 
considered to be of special benefit to the craft, 
and not a member of said Union vas at that time 
holding cases on the Bee, or working in tnc office : 
TWENTY-SEVENTH MEETING. 
F e br u a ry 15 ,1883. 
On motion, a committee of two was appointed 
to interview the managers of the Bee in regard 
to the scale of prices in that office. The Presi­ 
dent, Mr. Dresher, and Mr. Gorman, were ap­ 
pointed as said committee. 
TWENTY EIGHTH MEETING. 
M arch 25,1S83. 
Mr. Gorman, from the committee to interview 
the managers of the Bet as to an advance in the 
price of composition on that paper, reported 
that he had secured the consent ol one of the 
proprietors to the proposed advance, aad that 
the other proprietor was absent from the city, 
but it was thought he would also give his con­ 
sent.

On motion the committee were ordered to 
prepare a suitable resolution thanking them for 
their action. 
TWENTY-NINTH m e e t in g . 
April £9,1883. 
Mr. Gorman reported the following preamble 
and resolutions in the Bee matter : 
W hereas, ior the interest of the craft in gen­ 
eral, a request has been made on the publishers 
aud proprietors ot the Sacramento Bee relative 
to payment ol wages corresponding to the scale 
of rates adopted by this Union; and, whereas, 
the committee appointed by this Union relative 
to the above matter, having interviewed said 
proprietors, they have agreed to and are paying 
rates in accordance with the scale; thereioie, 
Resolved, That the thanks of this Union be and 
the same arc hereby tendered to General John 
F. Sheehan and James McClatchy for their 
prjm tt generosity iu r.cognizing the rights of 
labor in this connection, in paying the full scale 
of rates adopted by this Union 
Resolved, That a copy of the«e resolutions be 
transmitted to said firm and be also spread 
upon the minutes.

SACBAjHENTO CITIZENS' WELCOME TO 
SENATOB STANFORD. 


A L arg e G ath erin g o f L adies an d G entle­ 
m en to G reet llim —T he Sena­ 
to r M akes a Speech. 


A dispatch was received in this city 
shortly before noon yesterday announcing 
that Senator Stanford and wife would ar­ 
rive here in the evening at 8 o’clock, on 
their way home from the East, i 
This was a surprise, as the Governor was 
not expected to arrive before this evening. 
B ut it seems that his car was cut loose 
from the overland train at W adsworth, and 
m ade the rest of the journey as a special 
train. 
The news spread rapidly, and at once 
preparations besan for giving the Senator 
a reception upon his arrival. 
Commander 
H oughton, of the M arkham Brigade, sent 
notices to the captains of the various uni­ 
formed clubs to call the members out for a 
parade. 
At 7 o'clock the club3 began to assemble 
at the headquarters, and it was.surprising 
how many turned out, considering the 
short notice which they had received. 
Shortly before 8 
o'clock 
Commander 
Houghton gave the signal to start from the 
old Pavilion for the depot. 
The Com­ 
mander and his aids headed the line, with 
the H ussar band, followed by the F ite 
Brigade. Then came the Kesolntes, fife 
and crum corps, Glee Club, Lincoln Club, 
Fourth Ward Club, and finally the Cheer­ 
ful Workers. 
Upon arriving at the depot, the proces­ 
sion with difficulty marched through the 
dense throngs of people who had assem­ 
bled there to get a glimpse at the Senator. 
It was found that the special train bad ar­ 
rived about half an hour ahead of time, 
but the distinguished guest had been cared 
for by a committee appointed for the pur­ 
pose. 
H e was escorted to an open car­ 
riage and was waiting for the proces­ 
sion. The vicinity of the depot was one 
blaze of light from the myriad of torches 
and 
Roman 
candles. 
The procession 
counter-marched near the Senator’s car­ 
riage, and cheer af.er cheer went np from 
the companies as they passed. 
Senator Stanford was accompanied in the 
carriage by Colonel Jam es McN’asser, Judge 
W . C. Van Fleet and Joseph Steffens. As 
soon as the procession had completed its 
counterm arch a halt was made on Second 
atreet until the Governor’s carriage was 
driven up to a place between the Fire 
Brigade and the Resolutes. Then, amid 
the deafening cheers of the crowds, the 
blare of the bands, the waving of torches 
and the explosion of fireworks, the start 
was made-for the old Pavilion, where the 
reception was to be held. 
The route taken was along Second street 
to K, up K to Sixth, and down the latter 
street to the Pavilion. 
T h ro 'JS b o u t th e en tire lin e of m a rc h th e 
sidewalks w ere th ro n g ed w ith people, w ho 
ch eered th e S en ato r lu stily . 
Altogether the demonstration 
was a 
grand one, considering the short notice 
given.

A d dress of W elcom e, an d S enator Stan 
fo rd ’s K esponse. 
A rriving at ,be P aTilion' which bad al­ 
ready been n,Ved *>? ladies and Sentlenien, 
Senator Stanford wtw” escorted into the hall 
by the members of the h.e.T®'3*'®11 Commit­ 
tee, and leaning on the arm of t...,0I0neI ^ c" 
Nasser he stepped lightly up to thé 
end of the hall and took a seat upon the 
platform, the people risiBg and cheering as 
he proceeded up the aisle. 
Shortly afterward the uniformed clubs, 
led by the band, entered and filed past the 
stand, finally ranging themselves around 
the hall in such order that the uniforms 
formed a circle of red, white and blue, the 
effect being very uniqne. E :ght colored 
members of the Glee Club then ascended 
the stand and sang their campaign song, 
‘‘H ail! Republicans, H ail!” So heartily 
were the singers encored that the soDg had 
to be repeated. 
By this tim e every foot of space in the 
large hall was occupied, and Captain Shc-r- 
bnrn, m ounting a chair, called for three 
hearty cheers for Senator Stanford. The 
vast "audience rose and gave round after 
round of cheers. 
Mr. Steffens then addressed the audience. 
H e said the occasion wa. Sacramento’s wel­ 
come to Senator Stanford 
It was but a 
few hours before that word had been re­ 
ceived that the distinguished gentleman 
would be here, and s.ill later when it was 
learned that he would be Sacramento's 
guest for the nigbL Therefore, this could 
be regarded as nothing more than a greet­ 
ing to him . The State committee would 
be informed that this affair did not count, 
and that Senator Stanford would be ex- 
S 
ected here again during the campaign. 
lr. Steffens said that General Hart would 
extend a few words of welcome to their 
distinguished guest, and that the latter 
would respond, although neither had had 
tim e in which to prepare himself. 
He then introduced General A. L. Hart, 
who said it seemed to him as if the popu­ 
lace of Sacramento had come there to ex­ 
tend a willing welcome to one who had 
formerly been a citizen of this city, and 
that nothing had been left for him to do in 
the way of offering a welcome to the dis­ 
tinguished Senator, Leland Stanford. Such 
a gathering, under such circumstances, he 
had not seen here before, and it may never 
be seen again 
He felt induced to ask him ­ 
self why all these people had assembled 
there, on a m om ent’s notic^M a time when 
a great political campaign 
in progress, 
and at an hour when a popular Democratic 
orator was holding forth in the city? One 
answer was that the sentim ent uppermost 
in the minds ol the paople of Sacramento 
was that their distinguished visitor had so 
closely allied himseif with the great party 
of which he is a member, and had done so 
much fir its sure ss and the advancement 
of the people, that they had gathered there 
to give expression to the sentim ents of 
gratitude that filled their hearts. 
Another reason was that the man whom 
they wished to honor was one whose life 
had been devoted to the construction ot a 
work that had spanned the country with a 
band of iron and brought the East and 
W est into closer relations. 
It was a recog­ 
nition of the services performed by one 
who lied been the Chief Executive of this 
State that had induced the people of his 
old hsm e together around him once more 
and extend their congratulations upon a 
life well spent, and of brain and courage 
employed in building tip the State. He 
believed the people bad gathered there 
because Leland Stanford had been a man 
in public life who had not only devoted 
him self to benefiting the people by work­ 
ing for the interests of the laboring classes, 
but had been a public benefactor. H e bad 
done as m nch in the interests of govern­ 
m ent as any other man, and has founded 
colleges of learning for the children of the 
State. 
W hatever might be said against Leland 
Stanford by political enemies, the citizens 
of Sacramento, in recognition of the dis­ 
tinguished services of tbeir former fellow- 
citizen, were ready to gather around and 
extend to him the band of friendship and 
briDg him back once more into the house­ 
hold where bis political life was formed. 
Mr. H art con -lnded by saying: 
"W e ex­ 
tend to Senator Stanford this welcome be­ 
cause of his statesmanship, his liberality, 
his munificent benefactions, and for his 
loyalty to us. It is not surprising that, on 
the slightest notice, we gather around and 
pay tribute to one who has been our friend 
and benefactor. 
I uow take pleasure in 
introducing to you, anew, Leland Stan­ 
ford, a Senator ol the United States.” 


s e n a t o r St a n f o r d ' s r e s p o n s e . 
As the Senator rose and stepped to the 
front of tl* platform he was greeted 
with 
loud 
and 
long-continued 
ap­ 
plause. 
W hen 
it 
had 
subsided, 
he 
addressed 
the 
Chairman 
and 
the vast audience, saying that his tongue 
failed to express the feelings awakened in 
his heart at the kindly greeting extended 
to him —it could not do justice to the sub­ 
ject 
That warm reception by his old 
friends and fellow-citizens. Without regard 
to r-i’itics, had completely overwhelmued 
him . H e had just returned from a long 
journey through the Old World, where he 
had observed the condition of the people 
of various countries, most of whom he 
found to be iudustrious but poor. He 
noticed that where education was com­ 
pulsory the people were more prosperous 
and happier than where igporance pre­ 
vailed. Education was doing wonders in 
some countries, the people of which had 
long suffered from the want of enlighten­ 
ment. He had found on his return to 
America a degree of comfort not to be met 
with in Europe, and a country with re- 
aoutcea unequaled. Here in California the 


geniality ot climate and fertility of soil 
made it especially a place for homes. It 
was only a question of time when it would 
become a great and populous State. 
H e recognized the fact that this was in 
part a political gathering, still he received 
it chiefly as a greeting by old friends and 
neighbors, wltbout regard to party. H e 
did not desire on this occasion to say much 
about politics, except to say that, in his 
opinion, the laws passed by the present 
Congress—even the 
much-abused Tariff 
Act — would result beneficially for the 
country. 
America demands a tariff, and it 
was simply a question of policy where and 
how to apply it. Even Democrats would 
adm it that. H e believed he could sit down 
with a level-headed Democrat and get 
along as pleasantly in a tariff debate ss 
with the most ardent Republican advocate 
of protection. The idea was simply this— 
if we do ourown work, we won’t have to pay 
anyone else for it. There were plenty of 
people here to do the work. A Chinaman 
can be hired in his own country to work 
for ten cents a day. If we had free trade 
here our factoiies would be rem oved to 
China and the product sent back to us 
across the oceac, leaving our own people 
in idleness, and therefore without monpy 
to pay for even rbeap commodities. On 
principle he had felt that there should be a 
free interchange of products between differ­ 
ent countries, but he recognized the fact 
that we must have a revenue, and by im ­ 
posing a tariff on foreign products thus 
stim ulate and foster home industries. In 
his humble way he had done his part of 
the work performed by Congress. All of 
the measures introduced by him for the 
promotion of California’s interests had, he 
believed, been passed. 
In coming across the continent he had 
frequently thought of California and the 
kindness he bad received at the hands of 
her people. If his tongue were but able 
to give expression to his sentiments, it 
would at that moment pour out a flood of 
eloquence that would convince his hearers 
of liis gratitude to them for all that he had 
enjoyed at their bands. 
W herever he 
might be, he would always remember this 
greeting of his old friends in the com m un­ 
ity where he first commenced business in 
California. He would take with him rec­ 
ollections of the occasion that would al­ 
ways be prolific of pleasant reminiscence. 
As for the Senaiorsbip, all he cared to say 
was that if the people desired bis services, 
he would lie pleased to give them. 
His 
recotd in Congress m ust be their guide in 
the matter. 
Throughout bis rem arks the Senator 
was fnquently interrupted by applause, 
and when he had concluded many old 
friends gathered about him to shake his 
hand and exchange a few words about 
early days.

M r. an d M rs. S tan lo rd B o th in E xcellent 
H ealth . 
Governor Stanford's special arrived at 
the depot nearly an hour sooner than was 
expected, and a large num ber of personal 
friends took the opportunity to pay their 
respects to Mr. and Mrs. Stanford before 
the arrival of the escort.

The Clunie Opera House was well filled 
with people last evening, who assembled to 
listen to an address by Hon. Jam es G. Ma­ 
guire and his illustration of the Australian 
ballot system. Before the meeting opened 
the First Artillery Band played several 
selections in front of the Opera House, and 
by 8 o’clock a crowd large enough to fill 
every seat in the down stairs portion had 
assembled. 
Secretary J. C. Bain bridge of the Demo­ 
cratic County Central Committee, in the 
absence of Chairman Leake, called the 
assemblage to order, and announced that 
Judge Armstrong was to act as President 
for the evening. 
In assuming this office the Judge said he 
would remark, as a general proposition, 
that he was not disposed to take any active 
part in political meetings, but in apologiz­ 
ing be wished to say tbat his office was 
about to expire on January 1st and he 
would return to practice law and never 
again seek a judicial position. In intro­ 
ducing the lecturer of the evening, Hon. 
Jam es G. Maguire, the speaker referred to 
him as an eminent gentleman who resided 
in San Francisco and who was one of the 
ablest men in the State. 
As Mr. Maguire stepped f.irward he was 
greeted with applause. His address was 
characterized by its convincing properties, 
and he was interrupted scores of times by 
enthusiastic bursts of applause from the 
audience. 
In beginning his address, he said he pre­ 
sumed none but Democrats were assembled 
—that the Republicans had gone to the 
circus. He preferred talking to fellow- 
citizens who were Republicans than to 
tellow-citizens who were Democrats, al­ 
though lie liked the Democrats because 
they were nearer ripe. Judge Armstrong's 
rem arks were very kind, but they would 
have been less embarrassing if made after 
he (the speaker) bad gotten through, for it 
was not very comfortable for an audience 
to be told that one was greater than he 
really was. 
Continuing, the speaker said, in sub­ 
stance, tbat the Democrats are conducting 
a battle on principle and the other side are 
also conducting a battle on principle, but 
the word was spelled in a different way.

Between 2:30 and 3 o’clock yesterday 
m orning a fire broke out in the plum bing 
and tin-shop of R S. Hayes, adjoining the 
old Telegraph House, on the south side of 
J street, between Twelfth and Thirteenth, 
and in a very few minutes both buildings 
were in flames. 
The firemen were misled 
for a time by alarms being sounded from 
different boxes, but fortunately they saw 
the blaze and were soon able to locate the 
: fire. 
I 
By the time the engines reached the spot 
both the Hayes building and the Tele­ 
graph House, being dry wooden structures, 
were doomed, and the efforts of the depart­ 
m ent were directed toward preventing the 
flames from spreading to adj fining build­ 
ings. 
It was thought that everybody had es­ 
caped from the burning buildings, but 
| when the flames had been nearly extin­ 
guished the firemen were horrified at find­ 
ing the body ot a man in the ruins, burned 
beyond recognition. The corpse was taken 
to the Coroner’s office, end after the excite­ 
ment had subsided, the only perarn occu­ 
pying a room at the Telegraph House who 
was missing was John Collins, a black­ 
sm ith, who worked for Samuel McDonald. 
It was afterward settled beyond a doubt 
that th e body was that of Collins. The 
head and face were blackened and hall 
consumed and one leg was burned to ashes. 
“ In addition to the burning of Hayes’ tin- 
store and the Telegraph House, Patton’s 
saloon (owned by P Pendereast) was badly 
damaged, also É. B. W ilson’s carpenter- 
shop. 
Pendergast's property was insured 
for $800. and the damage’amounted to prob­ 
ably $100. 
C. A. Pearson owned the buildings at 
1210 and 1212 J street, and had them in ­ 
sured for $1,000, which will probably cover 
the loss. 
R. 8. Hayes owned the house at 1214, and 
the insurance of $1.000 will cover bis loss. 
The Telegraph House was owned by W. 
F. Asbbv, who estimates his loss at $2,000. 
The insurance on the furniture aud build­ 
ing was $1,000. 
A Mr. McCoy states tbat he rushed into 
the Telegraph House immediately upon 
discovering the blaze, and told Collins, the 
man who was burned, to come out. The 
latter, it is said, was somewhat intoxicated, 
and told McCoy to wake up the other oc­ 
cupants, that he would get out all right. 
This was the last seen of Collins until 
his remains were found in the ruins. 
There were quite a num ber of persons 
rooming in the Telegraph House at the 
time of the fire, and some of them had 
narrow escapes from being caught in the 
flames. A couple of children, it is said, 
lost all their clothing except their night 
robes. 
The Telegraph House was one of the 
oldest “landm arks” in the city. 
It was 
erected in very early days, and was a favor­ 
ite stopping place tor teamsters in theante- 
railroad times. It was built entirely of 
wood, and burned like tinder. 
Had there 
been a wind at the time, the best efforts of 
the firemen could cot have prevented a 
widespread confligration. As it was, the 
fire was very efficiently handled by the 
men under Chief Guthrie.

A NEW PUMP. 


Jn d g e B eatty H as H is Inv en tio n on E x­ 
hib itio n 
Judge H. O. Beatty exhibited his new 
steam pump invention in the yard con­ 
nected with Root A Nielson’s Iron W orks 
yesterday afternoon before a num ber of 
interested citizens. 
The pum p was stood into a sort of cis­ 
tern, so that it might have a continuous 
supply of water, and was then set in opera­ 
tion. 
It worked like a charm during tbe 
couple ot hours that the spectators re­ 
mained. The pump stands vertically and 
the power works directly upon the piuDger. 
Steam is used only in lifting the plunger— 
the latter being carried back into its’ place 
by i'.s own weight. Thus the inventor 
claims that he eaves m e helf the powtr 
used iu other pumns, and reduces the c u t 
of running it just 50 per cent. Besides this 
it is so simple in its construction as to 
make it a very cheap apparatus when com­ 
pared with others. 
Mr. Beatty recently offered to put one of 
his pumps at the Y.street levee and pump 
out the city sewage, and for compensation 
asked Ihat he be allowed the difference in 
the cost of fuel used in running his pump 
and any other of the same capacity that 
might be named.

The Chief Justice said :

announce the death of the senior Associate 
Justice of this Court, Mr. Justice Miller. 
No business will be transacted, and the 
Ccart, as a mark of respect to the memory 
of its em inent associate, will adjourn until 
Monday next.” 
All the District Courts adjourned to day 
out cf respect to the memory of the dead 
jurist.

Arrangements for the funeral of the late 
Justice Miller will not be completed until 
the arrival of his daughter, Mrs. Tonzslin, 
this afternoon. 
Among the telegrams received by Mrs. 
Milter to day was the following from ex­ 
President Cleveland : 
‘‘Accept my sincere 
sym pathy and condolence in this sorrowful 
hour. 
May yon receive consolation and 
pity from God’s unfailing store, aud may 
you find a ray in the remembrance of your 
husband's noble devotion to duty aud his 
priceless service to his country.” 
Messages of condolence were also re­ 
ceived from Justice Field and wife, Judge 
Gresham, Senator Edmunds, General Sher­ 
m an, C. C. Waite, son of the late Cnief 
Justice; .Mrs. Thomas A. Hendricks and 
m any others. 
Arrangements for Justice Miller’s funeral 
were completed to-night. The services will 
take place on Thursday afternoon, between 
2 and 3 o’clock, in the Supreme Court­ 
room at the Capitol, and, in accordance 
wi h Mrs 
Miller’s desires, the ceremony 
will be of the simplest character. At the 
conclusion of the services the remains will 
be placed on a special car attached to the
